LETTER FROM MARQUIS WELLINGTON, 

Sir—f havo ordered the army into canton. 
ments ín which 1 hope that circumstertces will 
enable me to keep them for sometime, during 
which the trovps will receive their clothing, 
necessaries, &c., which are alrcadg in progress 
by ditferent lines of communication, to the 
several divisions and brigades, * 

But besides thesc objects, Ì must draw your 
attention ina very particular manner to the 
state of discipline of thetroops. ‘The discipline 
of every army aftera long and active compaign 
becomes in some degree relaxed, amd requires 


the attention on the part vf the General and” length of tine which it haslately been found 


other Ofitcers to bring it back to the state in 
which it oughtto be for services but dam 


Concerned to have to observe that the army 


under my command has fallen of in this 
respect in the late compaign toa greater de. 


gree than any army with which L have ever. 


served, or of which L have ever read. Yet 
this army has met with no disaster; it has 
suffered no privations, which but trifing 


“attention on the part of the Officers could 


not have prevented, and for which thereexisted 
ne reason whatever in the nature of the 
service; nor has it suffered any hardships 
excepting those resulting from the necessity 
of beving exposed to the inciemencies of the 
weather at a moment when they were most 


„serere,. 


It must be obvious, however, to evêry Of. 
ficer, that from the moment the troops’ com- 
meunced their retrcat from the neighbourhood 
of Bargos on the one hand, and from Madrid 
on the other, the Officers lost all command 
over their men. Irregularitiesand outrages of 
all descriptions were committed with impunie 
ty ; and losses have been sustained which ought 
never to have occurred, 

Yet the necessity for retreat existign, none 
was ever made in which the troops made such 
short marches; none on which they made such 
long and repeated halts ; and none on which 
the retrcating armies were so little pressed on 

heir rear by the enemy. We must look, 


therefore, For the ezisting evils, and for the 


situation in which we now fiud the army, to 
some cause besides those resulting from the 
operations in which we have been engaged. 

Ï have no hesitation in attributinz these 


evils to the habitual inattention of the Officers” ‚ 
‘the strong inference to be drawn is, that after 


of the regiments to their duty, as preseribed 
by the standing regulatiuns of the service, and 
by the orders of this arniy.

Lamfar from questioning the zeal, stüt 
less the gallantry and spirit of the Officers of 
the army; and Ì am quiteecertags that if their 
minds can be convinced of tiedaiocessity of 
minute and coustant attention to@nderstand, 
recollect, and carry into execution the orders 
waich have been issued for the performance 
of this duty, and that the strict performance of 
this duty is necessary to enable the army 
to serve the country as it ought to be served, 
they will in future give their attention to these 
points. 

Unfortunately the inexperience of Officers 
of the army has induced many to couceive 
that (he period during which an army is ón 
Service is one of relaxation from all rulc, 
instead ef being, as it ís, the period during 
which, of all others cvery rule for the reguta. 
tion and controul of the conduct of the sol. 
dier, for the inspection and care of his arms, 


‚ammunition, accoutrements, necessarles, and 


field equipments, and his horse and horse 
appointments, for the receipt and issue and 
care of his provisious, and the regulation of 
all that belongs to his food, aud the forage 
for his horse, must be most strictly attended 
to by the Officers of his company or troop, 
fit is intended that anarmy, a Britisharmy in 
particular, shall be brought into the field of 
battle, in a state of efficiency to meet the 
enemy on the day of trial. 

'Fhese are the points, then, to which Ì most 
earnestly intreat youto turn your attention, 
and the attention of the officers of the rcgi- 
ments under your command, Portuguese as 
well as English, during the period in which it 
may be in my power to leave the troops in 
their cantonmeuts, The Commanding Officers 
of regiments must enforce the orders of the 
army, regarding the constant inspection atd 


superintendence of the Oflicers over the con- 


duct of the men of their companies in their 
Cautonments; and they must endeavour to 
inspire the Non-commissioned Officers with a 
sense of their situation and authority ; and the 
Non.commissioned Officers must be forced to 
do their duty, by being constantly under the 
of the Officers. 
By these means the frequent and disereditable 
recourse to the authority of the Provost, and 
to punishments by the sentence of Court- 
Martials, will be prevented; and the soldiers 
wijl not dare to commit the offonces and out= 
rages of which therê are too many complaints 
when they know that their Officers and their 
Non.commissioned Olhcers have their eyes 
aud attention turaed towards them. 

The Commanding Oflicers of regiments 
must likewise enforce the orders of the army 
regarding the constant req/ inspection of the 
soldier’s arms, ammunition accoutrements and 
necessaries ; in order to preventat all times the 


shameful waste of ammunitien, and the sale 
ef that article, and of the soldier’s necessaries. 
With this view bothshoukd be inspected day. 

In regard to the food of the soldier, Í have 
frequently observed and lameuted in the late 
campaigu, the facility and celerity with which 
the French soldiers cooked, in comparison 
with those of our armye. 

The cause of this disadvantage is the 
with that of every other description, the want 
of attention of the Officers to the Orders of 
the Army, and to the conduct of their meus; 
and their conseqttent want of authority over 
their conduct. Certain men of cach company 
should be appointed to cut and bring in wood, 
others to fetch water, and others to get the 
meat, &c. to be couked; and it would soon 
be found, if this practice were daily enforced, 
aud a particular hour for seeing the dinners 
and for the men dining, named as it ought to 
be equally as fur the parade, that cooking 
would no longer require the inconvenient 


to take, and that the soldiers would not be 
exposed to the privation of their food at the 
moment at which the army may engaged in 
operations with the enemy. 

You will of course give your attention to 
the Geld exercise and discipline of the troops. 
lt is very desirable that the soldiers should 
not lose the habits of marching ; and the divi. 
sion should march ten or twelve miles twice 
in each week, if the weather should permit, 
and the roads in the neighbourhood of the 
cantonments of the divisions should be dry. 
Bat k repeat that the great object of the atten 
tion of tie General and Field Officers must 
be to get the Captains and Subalterus of the 
regiments to uorderstand and to perform the 
duties required from them, as the only mode 


‚by which the discipline and efficiency of the 


army can be restored and maintained during

However, the reasons must kave 
been very powerful, which could: have in« 
duced the French to withdraw their gars 
riso's) at a moment of such ferment, from 
Hamburgh and the neighbouring towns. 
Magdeburgh is placed in a commanding 
situation on the Elbe, nearly mid-way bee 
tween Hamburgh and Dresden, about 180 
miles South ast of the former, and 160 
North West of the latter. - It is also about 
100 miles West of Berlin; so that if the 
enemy were in a state to assume the offene 
sive, they would of course march on either 
of those points that might be menaced ; 
but as we have received no hint, even from 
France of auy such forward movement, 
we think it much more probable, that St. 
Cyr and Augercau have fallen back from 
Berlin on Lauriston’s army at Magdeburgh. 
It is confidently stated, that Generel 
D'Yorek as Commander in Chief of the 
Prussian armies, occupied Berlin on the 
Sh ivstant. A body oft Cossacks had been 
pushed asfaras Wittenberg on the Elbe, 
about halfeway hetween Magdeburgh and 
Dresden, as early as the 25th uit. ; in 
consequence of which, the King of Saxony 
took the alarm, and filed to Plauen, about 
120 miles from his capital, having dis- 
patched his family about 70 miles further, 
to Bayreuth. Since the battle of Kalisch, 
near Posen, the remains of the Saxon army 
appear to have been almost entirely cise 


persed ; so that there was nothing to op- 


pose a serious resistance against the ad- 
vance of the Russians to Dresden; and 
we only hesitate to belteve this fact from 
our doubts of the prudence of so very 
forward a movement, considering the fa. 
tigues which the Russian armies have uns 
dergone, and the great distance they have 
already ad vanced” from their frontiers. 
We ate particularly pleased with one 
feature in the present intelligence, which 
marks a wise and liberal policy in the 
Russian Government: it is, that they do 
not hesitate to place their conquecsts in the 
hauds ef the nations whom they come to 
deliver from the yoke of Buoraparte, 
At Warsaw, although General Milorado« 
vitch,on the Sth ult. rode. with a great 
retinue through the town, yet hedeft the 
barriers still in the possesston of the Polish 
National Guards.

That the first adventurers in a trade from 
England to the East-ludies, by the way of 
the Cape of Goud Hope, were incorporat- 
ed by Her Majesty, Qucen Elizabeth, by 
her royal letters patent, bearing date the 
Slst day ef December 1601 by the stile 
of & The Gevernor and Compauy of Mere 
£ chants of Londen trading tuto the Easte 
<e Indies,” to whom, by the same iustru- 
ment, the exclusive rieht of trade to 
that country was granted by Lier said Mae 
jesty for a term of fifieen years from 
Christmas then last past. 

Fhat the corporate capacity of the said 
Governor and Company of Merchants of 
London trading into the East- Indies, with 
the privilege of the exclusive trade, was 
renewed, revived, and confirmed to them, 
in perpetuity, by several charters, or 
letters patent, granted respectively by their 
Majesties, King James the Kist, King 
Charles the Second, King Jaincs the Se- 
cond, and King William and Queen 
Maryt : subject, nevertheless, to a pro- 
vision, that af the continuance of any of 
their charters, in the whole or in part, 


shoukd not be profitable to the realm, that, 
upon three years warning to be given to- 


the said Company, all the said charters 

should cease, determine, and be voili. 
That the said Governor and Company 

were empowered by their Charters to

them the true and absotnte lords and pro- 
prietors of the port and island, in the 
most unlimited manner3 saving to His 
Mujesty, his heirs and successors, his royal 
sovereignty of and over the tuhabitants 
there: but His Majesty granted the au- 
thority ot immediate civil and military 
gevernment où the plice to the Company.

the London Company having completed 
the transfer of its properly, surrendered its 
corporate capacity; and from thence- 
forth, the Engtish Company took the stile 
of “the United Company of Merchants 
of England trading to the Eikt-indies,” 
which is now the stile of your Petitioners. 

Your Petittoners erave leave to draw 
the attention of the [louse to some part. of 
the subjects, of which the property of your 
Petitioners cousisted at the time oft the 
union of the two Compamies in 1702, and 
which they derived by transfer from then, 
with the cognizance and sanction of Her 
Majesty, Queen Anne, and of the Parlia- 
ment, Amongst other things, your Petie 
tioners were then entitled to, and possess- 
ed of, the Islands of Bombay and St. Hee 
Jena, the sovereignty of which was vested 
in the Crown ot Great Britain: they were 
entitled to, and possessed of, the factories 
of Surat, Swalty, Broach, Amadavad, Ag- 
ra and Liucknow: en the coast of Malabar 
they were entitled to, ard possessed of, 
the forts of Carwar, Felliecherry, and 
Angengo, and the factary of Calicut: on 
the coast of Coromandel they were enti« 
tled to, and possessed of, the fort St. 
George, with the castle, fortitications, and 
territory thereto belonging, on which a 
large city, called Madras, was built, the 
houses ot which belonged to, and paid rent 
to, your Potitioners; Port St. David, be- 
ing a strong fort and factory, and about 
three miles compass of the circamjacent 
country, on which several small towns and 
villages were erected; the factories of 
Codoiore, Porto Novo, Pettipoltee, Mada- 
pollam, and the fort and factory of Viza- 
gapatain. Jun Bengal, your Petitioners 
were entitled to, and possessed of, Fort 
Wilkam, and the town et Calcutta, with a 
large territory thereto betongings the fac 
tories of Batlasore, Cossimbazar, Dacca, 
Hughly, Maulda, Rajamaul, and Patna. 
All these possessiens were subiect to the 
sovereignty of the Great Mogul. On the 
Island of Sumatra your Petitioners were 
entitled to, and possessed of, York Fort 
at Bencoolen, and a factory, with a terri- 
tory of about five miles thereto belongiug, 
and a factory at Indrapore. 

That after the uaion of the two Com- 
paaies, your Petitioners conducted them- 
selves w as to conciliate and acquire the 
Coubdence of the natives of Índia, and for 
a considerable period of time they had no 
oCGasion to use the right which they en- 
Jeyed, of maintaining a military force, ek- 
eept tor purposes little beyond those of po- 
lice, and as guards of their fortifications 
against surprise ; but, near the middle of 
the last century, it became necessary for 
your Petitianers to enlarge their military 
toree, and to exercise the power uf war, 
and of making political engagements with 
same of the native powers, to support the 
British interests in india, and in order to 
eounteract the intrigues of the French, 
who had become auxiliaries to other native 

owers, with the design of driving your 


‘excluding the British nation wholly. from 


„Asiatic cammerce; but, by. méauns of the 


forces raised and maintained by your Peti- 
tioners, and ut their sale expence, your 
Petitioners completely deteated thase ob- 
jects, so that, at the conclusian of the war, 
which ended in the year 1763, the French 


were left wilheut one single settlement, ard 


almost without infiuence in any part of 
Asia. 

In the year 1757, the Nabob of Bengal 
permitted your Petitioners to establish” a 
mint at Calcutta*; and, in the same year, 
the said Nabob made over to your Peti-. 
tianers the property in-certain lands in 
Beugal, generally called the twenty-four 
Purgunhast, and the saltpetre lands af the 
whole province af Baharf: and, in the 


year 1758, your Petitioners obtained'a 


grant from the said Nabob tor the freg ten- 
ure of the town of Calcutta, discharged 
from the rent, to which, ta that time, it 


‚ kad been subject.$ In tbe year 1759, the 


Soubah of the Decan made over to your 
Petitioners the whole of the circar of Ma- 
sulipatam, with eight districts, as well as 
the circar of Nizampatam, and the dis- 
tricts of Condavic and Wacalmanner ||. 
In the year 1763, the Nabob of Arcot 
made aver to your Petitioners several dis- 
trictsof land surrounding Madras,** which 
lands bave since been called the jaghire of 
your Petitioners; aud such transfer was 
confirmect, in the year 1765, by the said 
Nabob, and also by the Great Mogal. ++ 
In the year 1764, the Mogul made over to 
your Petitianers the country of Gauzepoor 
and the rest of the Zemindary of Rajah 
Bulwant Sing 4}. In the year 1765, the

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Great Mogul granted to your Petitioners 
the country called the Northern Circars,* 
and in the following year, such grant was 
acceded to by the Soubah +: and, in the 
year 1765, the Great Mogul appointed 
your Petitiouers, in perpetuity, to the of- 
fice of. Dewan of the provinces of Bengal, 
Bahar, and Orissa, such appointment be- 
ing made asafree gift$; and, by virtue 
of such grant, your Petitioners, in the ex- 
ecutiou of the oftice, acquired the right af 
collection of all the revenues of the said 
provinces, for their own use, free from any 
account thereof to be rendered. 

Your Petitioners crave leave to remark, 
that no part of the property in any of the 
forts, factories, or territories, which bee 
came vested in your Petitioners at the time 
of the union ot the two Companics, nor 
any of the territories nor rights, lastly 
hereinbefore mentioned to have been 
gtanted to your Petitioners, were acquired 
by conquest, but by purchase, by means 
of pecuniary payments, or by services 
tendered to, or other good consideratious 
moving the grantors. 

“That, about the year 1767, a claim was 
made, on the part of the Public, to the be- 
neficial interest in the territurialacquisitions 
amd revenuesthen lately obtained there; and 
thereupon agreements have been made, 
from time to time, that tbe possession of 
such acquisitions and revenues should re 
main with your Petitioucrs, upon a parti- 
cipation of the profit of the revenue be- 
tween the Public and your Petitioners, as 
mentioned in several Acts of Parliament 
made and passed at different times since 
1/67,8 without prejudice to the claims of 
the Public or of your Petitioners. 

That previous to the year 1773, the gov- 
eru:ntent of the settlements aud acquisi- 
tions in India was conducted under the 
uncontrouled direction of your Petitioners) 
by virtue of the powers of government 
which they. derived from their charters; 
but ever stee (he year 1773, the made of 
the immediate government of India has 
been reguiated by Parliament: and from 
that time to the year 1784, in pursuance of 
directions of acts of parliament, the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury, 
and one of (tis Majesty's pruicipal Secrce 
taries of State, in their several departs 
menls, were made acquainted with the 
correspoundenge and orders sent to and ree 
ceived from India by your Petitioners, 
in any way relating to the management of 
the revenue, or civil or military affairs 
and goverument of your Petitioners in that 
country: and from the year 1781 to the 
present time, all acts, operations, and con» 
Cerns, which in any ways have related to, 
or concerned the civil vr military governe 
ment or revenues of the territories aud ace 
quisitions in the Bast Indies, have been 
pleced under the superintendance and con- 
troul of cerfain Coininissioners appointed 
by His Majesty, in pursuance ot acts of 
parliament passed for that purposc** ; and 
your Petitianers have been restrained from 
giving any orders or directions relative 
thersto, wighouft, the concurrence of the 
sàid Coimitissioners: and in cases in which 
the said Commissiouers have been of opine 
ion, that the subject matter of any of 
their deliberatious, concerning the levying 
war or making peace, or treating or uego- 
eiating with any of the native princes or 
states in India, communieated in orders to 
amy af the governments in India, have 
been of a nature to require secrecy, such 
örders have been sent through the medium 
of a Secret Gommittse of threc of the 
Court of Dircetors of your Petitioners, ac- 
cording ta the provisions in that case made 
by Parliament, without any privity of 
your Petitiorers or of their Court of Die 
vectors, and without any diserctionary aue 
thority oa the part of the Members of such 
Secret Committee. «. -
